The Industrial 
Academy 


Last Wednesday, at nine 4.m., 
the Alberta Industrial Academy 
opened for its fifth year, the 
third in its present quarters. 
There are fifty-one students en- 
rolled, thirty of whom are from 
points outside of Lacombe. The 
teaching force consists of eleven 
members, and work is offered in 
the first twelve grades. Besides 
their regular work in the class 
room the teachers take the ov- 
ersight and leadership in the 
various lines of domestic work 
and industries. <All the domes 
tic duties are performed by the 
members of the school family, 
thus giving the students train- 
wg in the proper performance of 
the common e veryday tasks 
found jo all walks of hfe. A 
number of students have enroll 
ed for instrumental music, and 
classes are being formed in 
sight singing and chorus work. 

Although the two buildings 
mow used — as dormitories 


and class 


chanics is not ek to inter- 
the class work, and 
both are going on together. 


During the school year the 
building will be painted, much 
of the interior work being’ al- 
ready completed. 

Additions are being made to 
the equipment of the institution, 
insludiag suitable desks for the 
recitation rooms, and new books 
for the library. Among the 
recent additions to the latter 
might be mentioned a set of 
the new ‘“Schaff-Herzog Ency- 
clopedia of Religious Know 
ledge.” 

As the building operations are 
completed industries and trades 
will be established, that stu 
dents may train the hand as 
well as the head. Material is 
on hand, and an instructor has 
arrived at the school to begin 
the broom-makiny work this 
winter. A building will be erec- 
ted for this purpose znd it is 
hoped that this trade will Le 
come a permanent part of the 
work, 

The aim of the institution is 
to train youth for the proper 
enjoyment of life, to do all the 
good they can, with the idea 
that they will go out into the 
world and teach mep to live 
better lives and have higher 
ideals. Although the ingutn- 
tion is uperated under the aus 


ventist denomination, and  ac- 
cording to the tenets of _ their 
belief, students of other denom- 
inations are weloome, and k- 
berty of religious practice is al- 
lowed so far as does not con- 
flict with the system of the 
school. 

The institution has been self- 
supporting in the past, all 
money received from donations 
having gone into the erestien of 
buildings. These donations 
have all come from people in the 
Province of Alberta.
